Write-in candidates 

The deadline to file to be a write-in can¬ 
didate in Kentucky in the Nov. 6 general 
election is Oct. 26. Secretary of State 
Alison Lundergan Grimes is reminding 
interested individuals to turn in their 
paperwork and filing fee to the appro¬ 
priate filing officer. Under Kentucky law, 
write-in candidates for any office must 
file a Declaration of Intent to be a write- 
in candidate and pay a statutorily pre¬ 
scribed filing fee. Write-in candidates for 
president and vice president must also 
file a list of presidential electors pledged 
to the candidates. Write-in votes cast for 
individuals who have not satisfied the 
filing requirements will not be counted.

Tributes were handed out at the 
Liberty-Casey County Chamber of 
Commerce’s annual awards ban¬ 
quet on Thursday night. Twelve 
groups, organizations or individu¬ 
als were recognized, including the 
Lifetime Achievement honoree, 
Dr. A. F. Brown. 

Blaine Staat, the chamber’s ex¬ 
ecutive director, served as emcee 
for the event, which was held at 
the Casey County Pork Producers 
Building at the Central kentucky 
AG/EXPO Center. 

After the welcome and opening 
remarks by Staat, the Rev. Homer 
Hecht offered the invocation be¬ 
fore the catered buffet meal was 
enjoyed by about 140 chamber 
supporters. 

An auction, conducted by Steve 
Fox of 1st Choice Auction, netted 
$1,500, including $155 paid for 
a butterscotch pie made by June 
Rousey. A raffle also brought in 
more than $1,100 for chamber 
causes. 

Staat and fellow Chamber of

Murder 
suspects 
held to 
grand jury

Gleason Pyles was replacing a sprocket on a 
conveyor system at Tarter Industries when he was 
confronted and tried to flee. 

The first shot grazed 
Pyles’ head. Investigators 
found his hat with a bullet 
hole in it 60 feet from where 
he had been working. 

The second shot went 
through Pyles’ left shoulder, 
leaving a trail of blood that 
started 40 feet from his hat. 

About 50 feet farther on, 
the third and fatal shot went 
through the back of Pyles’ 
head. His body was found 
face down in the gravel in 
a parking lot at the pallet 
mih. 

“The victim was running 
when he received that third 
shot,” Kentucky State Po¬ 
lice Detective B.J. Burton 
testified Thursday in Casey 
District Court during a pre¬ 
liminary hearing for David 
Salyers. 

Salyers is accused of complicity to murder for 
allegedly orchestrating Pyles’ death as payback for 
a debt Pyles owed to Salyers over membership in 
the Iron Horsemen Motorcycle Club. 

The fellow Iron Horsemen member accused of 
shooting Pyles and charged with his murder, Wil¬ 
liam “Bobby” Rigdon, also had a preliminary hear¬ 
ing Thursday. 

Salyers, 59, of Taylor County, and Rigdon, 28, of 
Lebanon, have pleaded not guilty and remain in the 
Casey County Detention Center under $1-million 
bonds after Judge Michael Loy denied requests to 
reduce their bail Thursday. 

After the hearings, Loy determined there was 
enough probable cause to believe the men commit¬ 
ted the crimes as alleged and handed up the cases 
to a Casey County grand jury. 

Extra security was on hand in case of trouble be¬ 
tween the famihes of Pyles, Salyers and Rigdon, 
but members of Rigdon’s and Salyers’ families sat 
together in the courtroom and no one from Pyles’ 
family attended the hearings. 

Loy was presented with plenty of evidence to 
consider during the two hearings that were con¬ 
ducted back-to-back and lasted more than three 
hours. 

Under questioning from County Attorney Tom¬ 
my Weddle, Detective Burton testified that Saly¬ 
ers was immediately identified as a suspect when 
a trooper went to Pyles’ home in Adair County to 
notify his wife and family of his death. Tina Pyles 
and two of her sons told investigators that Gleason 
Pyles and Salyers had engaged in a running argu¬ 
ment over money owed to Salyers and Pyles’ efforts 
to quit the outlaw motorcycle gang, Burton said. 
Pamily members said Salyers had twice pulled a 
gun and threatened to kill Pyles in the months lead¬ 
ing up to his murder. 

Burton said he later learned after interviewing 
Salyers that Pyles had joined the Iron Horsemen at 
Salyers’ invitation a year earlier. Salyers previously 
had belonged to the Horsemen in another state and 
wanted to rejoin their ranks, so he restarted the 
club’s defunct Lrankfort chapter and made himself 
president, a position that required him to recmit 
five new members, Burton explained. 

To entice Pyles to join, Salyers bought him an 
orange Harley Davidson motorcycle, club patches 
and other paraphernalia, and paid for gas, with the

While many school dis¬ 
tricts are bracing themselves 
for much lower test scores, 
Casey County School Dis¬ 
trict officials remain upbeat 
and optimistic. 

“We’re looking forward to 
it because we’ve been work¬ 
ing so hard and because we 
have so many good teachers 
in Casey County that are re¬ 
ally going the extra mile. We 
feel like our test scores are 


going to look very good,” 
said District Assessment 
Coordinator Terry Price. 

Scores in reading and 
math are expected to be 
lower based on the new test¬ 
ing scale, which goes from 
0-100. The old scale went 
from 0-140. 

Scores in science and so¬ 
cial studies are expected to 
be about the same. 

Kentucky Department of 
Education spokeswoman 
Lisa Gross said it’s like 
comparing the scores of a 


football game and a basket¬ 
ball game - the numbers are 
the same, but they mean dif¬ 
ferent things. 

To understand the new 
testing, or accountabil¬ 
ity system called Unbridled 
Learning, about 60 parents, 
students, and teachers at¬ 
tended a seminar on Oct. 
16 at Casey County Middle 
School where district lead¬ 
ers were on hand to explain 
the new system and answer 
attendees’ questions. 

The first public release 


of test scores is expected in 
three to four weeks after a 
three-year overhaul of the 
system, as directed by Sen¬ 
ate Bill 1 which the Ken¬ 
tucky Legislature passed in 
2009. 

The new Kentucky Perfor¬ 
mance Rating for Education¬ 
al Progress test (KPREP) is 
harder and focuses more on 
college and career readiness 
than the former CATS test, 
used for almost a decade. 

Price said that the new test 
standards are more rigorous 


in an effort to get students 
college ready by doing well 
on the ACT exam, taken in 
March of the junior year of 
high school. 

“If you score benchmark 
on the ACT, you don’t have 
to take any remedial classes 
that parents have to pay for 
and the kids really don’t 
get college hours for,” she 
said. “The whole push is to 
get kids college and career 
ready.” 

And new this year, the

1980's Burkhard column 
addresses tree question 


While looking through 
old copies of The Casey 
County News to com¬ 
pile “Out of the Past” and 
“Fred’s Finest” for this 
week’s issue, I stumbled 
across a column that helped 
answer a big question of 
mine. 

The column, written by 
Fred Burkhard, was titled 
“All about big trees,” and 
published in April 28, 
1982. 

I had previously won¬ 
dered why the people of 
Casey County had such a 
response when I asked for 
suggestions of “big trees” 
in the county. Well, Fred’s 
column put my question to 
rest. 

He starts out, “Prob¬ 
ably nowhere in America 
live a people who are able 
to identify more different 
trees or appreciate them to 
a larger extent than right 
here in Casey County. 

Go a few miles south and 
one runs into pine forests, 
a few mangrove and such. 
Go north and one runs into 
pine, maple and birch. 

There is nothing of the 
variety of trees which grow 
naturally here. There are 
literally over 100 different 
species. 

We probably have as 
many as 20 different kinds 
of oak trees alone, although 
most of us are able to iden¬ 
tify only half a dozen.” 

Well, that explains a lot. 
I’m a tree lover, but sadly, 
I probably can’t identify 
more than the most com¬ 
mon trees. Now that I have 
a yard with some large trees 
of my own, I’ll be learning 
though. 

In Fred’s article, he even 
mentions Casey County’s 
state-record holding buck¬ 
eye tree, but at that time it 
was believed to hold the na¬ 
tional record. 

“Casey County has the 
largest buckeye tree in the

U.S. There are five differ¬ 
ent species of buckeye, and 
the one found on the farm 
of Danny Helm and Max 
Leach is identified as Aes- 
culus glabra. It is 11 feet 
and 11 inches in circum¬ 
ference, or about 3.4 feet 
through.” 

Sadly, the tree was mis- 
identified as an Ohio buck¬ 
eye. It is a yellow buckeye. 
Either way, it’s still an 
amazing tree. 

Fred goes on to talk about 
a species of tree I’ve never 
heard of — a cucumber 
tree. 

“For a time we were sup¬ 
posed to have had the larg¬ 
est cucumber trees in the 
country. Both grow in the 
Grove Ridge area. Now, 
however, there seems to 
be a larger one which mea¬ 
sures 20 feet and 3 inches 
and grows at Canton, Ohio. 

The cucumber belongs 
to the magnolia family of 
which there are nine spe¬ 
cies. 

The most beautiful cu¬ 
cumber we know of grows 
on our own farm and is in 
perfect growing condition. 
It would take an awfully 
good shotgun to bring a 
squirrel out of it. It certain¬ 
ly must be one of the larger 
such trees in America.” 

After reading this I can’t 
help but wonder if I’ve got¬ 
ten myself into another tree 
hunt — is Fred’s cucumber 
tree still standing, and if so, 
where is it? 

I’m glad the people of 
Casey County love their 
trees. It’s a good thing too, 
because I’m sure there are 
more tree-related photos 
and columns to come.

Get out the vote and get out and vote 


With about two weeks 
left until the election, candi¬ 
dates are making 11th hour 
attempts to sway voters us¬ 
ing the issues to drive home 
their points. 

I suspect that most people 
who will actually vote have 
already made up their minds 
on who they will choose in 
the voting booth. 

Further, I suspect that 
many of us who actually 
vote will do so for econom¬ 
ic reasons, believing that 
our candidate will help put 
America back on the road 
to recovery. “A chicken in 
every pot and a car in every 
garage,” as President Her¬ 
bert Hoover said. 

Others will vote on moral 
grounds believing their can¬ 
didate will guide America 
according to certain beliefs. 

Issues such as taxes and 
the economy are important 
and the greatest way to have 
a voice in our democracy 
and government is by cast¬ 



ing a vote. 

However, while many 
consider America to be a 
nation founded on Christian 
principles, it’s puzzling to 
me why a many as 5 million 
evangelical, Bible believing 
Christians will stay away 
from the polls. 

As Americans, we have 
the right to vote but strange¬ 
ly enough, about 40 percent 
of eligible voters won’t take 
the time to go cast a ballot. 

I truly don’t understand 
this as I have witnessed vot¬ 
ers in third world countries 
stand in line under a hot sun 
for hours to exercise their 
right to vote. 

One reason Americans 
don’t vote may be because 
the first Tuesday in Novem¬ 


ber — chosen by Congress 
in 1845 — simply isn’t con¬ 
venient in our day. 

Up until the mid-1900s, 
election day, especially 
in rural areas, was a big 
deal. People came to town 
dressed in their Sunday fin¬ 
ery and spent the day, visit¬ 
ing, watching parades and 
hearing stump speeches as 
they voted. 

As we no longer have the 
luxury of slow lazy election 
days, researchers have dis¬ 
covered that one in four vot¬ 
ers said that Tuesday isn’t 
convenient for them and 
therefore, they don’t vote. 

Perhaps Congress should 
examine the election date 
and consider changing it 
if it no longer works. After 
all, laws once existed that 
prohibited poor white men, 
blacks, and women from 
voting. 

Two solutions come to 
mind if you find the Tuesday 
date inconvenient. 


Kentucky law permits 
early voting and it’s easy to 
do. Go by the Casey Coun¬ 
ty Clerk’s office in the old 
Courthouse and cast your 
vote before the election. 

A second possibility for 
voting is by absentee ballot 
which can be done by con¬ 
tacting the clerk’s office. 

Vote at home and mail it 
back. Cannot get any sim¬ 
pler than that. 

Another reason voters 
don’t go to the polls is the 
false assumption that their 
vote doesn’t count. It does 
count because of getting to 
back a candidate on the is¬ 
sues you favor. 

That’s why Gov. Romney 
and President Obama are 
fighting for every undecided 
voter in every state. Enough 
of these votes can win an 
election. 

So get out and vote. If you 
don’t you have no right to 
complain about the issues. 



Calorie counting at fast food restaurants 


Well, I’ve seen it all! I 
went through the McDon¬ 
ald’s drive-through the oth¬ 
er day and almost crashed 
my car into the speaker 
stand. I was so overcome I 
thought I was going to have 
to order a chocolate milk¬ 
shake. 

What got me in such a 
dither, you ask? Beside each 
item on the menu is listed its 
calorie count. Counting cal¬ 
ories at McDonald’s? Surely 
they jest. That would be like 
me going into Victoria’s Se¬ 
cret and asking for a bikini 
bathing suit. Neither makes 
any sense. 

I suppose McDonald’s is 
bowing to pressure to fight 
the battle against obesity. 
The only way they could be 
successful in this battle is to 
shut down all their restau¬ 
rants. Who goes to McDon¬ 
ald’s to find a low-calorie 
meal? Not I! By doggies, 
when I go there, I want my 
French fries. I don’t want 
the small portion, I don’t 
want the medium portion, I 
want the large portion. That 
is 540 calories, folks, and 
that is almost half of the cal¬ 
ories I should consume on a 
weight-loss diet. 

McDonald’s quit do¬ 
ing “super sizing” some 
time back. Heck, you could 
get about a half bushel of 
French fries if you wanted 
them. I think they dropped 
them from their menu in 
their first tongue-in-cheek 
effort to battle obesity. Give 
me a break! When you push 
my bangs aside, do you see 
“stupid” written across my 
forehead? Apparently there 



are lots of folks out there — 
I’m actually not one of them 
— who miss their half-bush- 
el of French fries so they just 
order two large portions. 
Gee, thanks, McDonald’s! 
You really contributed to the 
battle against obesity. 

On their website, McDon¬ 
ald’s actually had the brass 
to say that they were paying 
attention to our nutritional 
needs and that many of their 
menu items are less than 
400 calories. I checked. 
The small portion of fries 
only contains 210 calories. 
Big whoop! Who, besides a 
newborn, goes to McDon¬ 
ald’s and gets a small order 
of fries? You can get a salad 
that’s less than 400 calories 
but you can’t put any dress¬ 
ing on it or the calorie count 
climbs. Now, how many 
packets of dressing did you 
use? 

I can’t just jump McDon¬ 
ald’s. Subway advertises 
their sandwiches that are 
supposedly low in calories. 
Good grief, there’s enough 
bread on those things to 
choke a horse. A six-inch 
Big Philly Cheesesteak 
sandwich contains 500 calo¬ 
ries, 17 grams of fat, and 51 
grams of carbohydrate. You 
can’t lose weight if you eat 
51 grams of carbohydrates 
and 500 calories in just one 
meal. You’d have to fast the 
rest of the day. 


I looked at the pictures 
in my high school year¬ 
book from 1960. It included 
pictures of kids from first 
grade through senior year. 
I was overweight but I was 
not obese. I discovered that 
there was only one child in 
the whole darned school who 
would have been considered 
obese. Today, I wouldn’t be 
surprised if more than 50 
percent of school children 
are obese and another small¬ 
er portion could be consid¬ 
ered seriously overweight. 

I think it’s a hoot that 


McDonald’s and Subway 
and all the rest of the fast 
food restaurants are sup¬ 
posedly helping us fight the 
battle against obesity. If you 
and your family are seri¬ 
ous about it, quit eating at 
fast food restaurants. Eat at 
home. Get a low-calorie diet 
plan from the health depart¬ 
ment, your doctor, or the In¬ 
ternet. Women of the house 
(and even the men of the 
house), learn to cook! You 
could save your children’s 
lives and your own.

Eight die on Kentucky 
roadways Oct. 15-21 


Preliminary statistics* in¬ 
dicate that eight people died 
in eight separate crashes on 
Kentucky’s roadways from 
Oct. 15-21,2012. 

Single fatality motor vehi¬ 
cle crashes occurred in each 
of the following counties: 
Christian, Clay, Henderson, 
Laurel, Marshall, Ohio and 
Spencer. Four of the victims 
were not wearing seat belts. 
Two of the crashes involved 
the use of alcohol. 

One pedestrian was killed 
in Boyle County. 

Through Oct. 21, prelimi¬ 
nary statistics* indicate that 
568 people have lost their 
lives on Kentucky roadways 
during 2012. This is 25 few¬ 
er than reported for this time 
period in 2011. Of the 439 
motor vehicle fatalities, 250 
victims were not wearing 
seat belts. Of the 67 motor¬ 
cycle fatalities, 35 were not 


wearing a helmet. Eleven of 
the 13 ATV fatalities were 
not wearing a helmet. Forty- 
four pedestrians, one scooter/ 
moped rider and four bicycle 
riders have been killed. A 
total of 100 fatalities have 
resulted from crashes in¬ 
volving the suspected use of 
alcohol. 

Citizens can contribute to 
highway safety by reporting 
erratic drivers to the Ken¬ 
tucky State Police toll-free 
at 1-800-222-5555. Callers 
will remain anonymous and 
should give a description of 
the vehicle, location, direc¬ 
tion of travel and license 
number if possible. 

*These statistics are still 
preliminary as KSP waits 
for all local law enforcement 
agencies throughout the state 
to report any crashes and 
fatalities that may have oc¬ 
curred in their areas.

Hopkinsville's smoking ban 
set to take effect in January 

CHRISTIAN COUNTY (Hopkins¬ 
ville) — Hopkinsville joined other Ken¬ 
tucky municipalities like Bowling Green, 
Paducah and Henderson Thursday night 
by passing a citywide smoking ordinance. 
The ordinance includes language from 
similar ordinances in neighboring cities. 
It prohibits smoking in places open to the 
public and in workplaces. However, pri¬ 
vate homes, retail tobacco stores and ware¬ 
houses, private clubs and age-restricted 
bars are exempted from the ban. 

Barr takes aim during 
a Clark County visit 

CLARK COUNTY (Winchester) — 

Standing behind a row of assault rifles and 
unassembled weapon parts, U.S. Repre¬ 
sentative candidate Andy Barr took aim 
at what he called a “spending crisis.” Barr 
told the employees of J&T Distributing 
that they were one of the bright spots in a 
very difficult economy. “I really appreci¬ 
ate the opportunity to come and celebrate 
what you’re doing here,” he said. “You’re 
the backbone of America.” Barr and State 
Rep. Donna Mayfield spoke at J&T Dis¬ 
tributing’s plant in Winchester Wednes¬ 
day. 

On 'Kentucky Collectibles/ 
owners find out 
if'treasures' really are 

FAYETTE COUNTY (Lexington) 

— You don’t have to tell Kentucky Edu¬ 
cational Television how much you love 
Antiques Roadshow. The PBS-produced 
show is watched each week by 10 million 
viewers nationwide. KET figured that An¬ 
tiques Roadshow, among other broadcasts 
that prompt viewers to consider whether 
they have valuables in their attics, was hav¬ 
ing a moment. So Kentucky Collectibles, a 
new show premiering Saturday, was born. 
Kentucky Collectibles, which will run for 
five episodes with a special episode dur¬ 
ing the November pledge drive, will fea¬ 
ture expert evaluations of collectible items 
and the stories behind them. The items 
appraised include an antique quilt, a base¬ 
ball signed by Babe Ruth and Lou Gehrig, 
several guns and a watch fob dubbed “the 
rock” by its owner. 

Of particular note is a seemingly mod¬ 
est vase that turns out to be worth far more 
than its owner ever had imagined. It is 
determined to have originated from a pre¬ 
mier potteryworks of the American Arts 
and Crafts movement in the early 20th 
century. 

Corydon mayor cites problems, 
favors dissolving city 

HENDERSON COUNTY (Cory¬ 
don) — Corydon will have a new mayor 
Nov. 7 and the current mayor wants him 
to be prepared for serious problems that 


face the small Henderson County town 
of about 700 people. Those problems are 
not the Four Horsemen of the Apocalypse, 
but Mayor Hilda McCormic said they 
are severe enough to give her nightmares 
during her waking hours and to keep her 
up at night. The solution, she said, might 
be to dissolve Corydon city government. 
The city of Corydon owes $711,000 to the 
Kentucky Rural Water Finance Corp. for 
the loan that paid for the sewer system in 
1993, and interest of $29,897 is due twice 
a year. The sewer system is 20 years old 
and is starting to show its age, partially be¬ 
cause it has not been maintained properly 
in the past, McCormic said. State law re¬ 
quires the city to have a certified wastewa¬ 
ter operator, which it does not have. 

Mystery object in sky 
captivates Eastern Kentucky 

PIKE COUNTY (Pikeville) An un¬ 
identified flying object was reportedly seen in 
several areas of Pike County on Oct. 16, but 
officials have no information as to what the 
object may have been. Kentucky State Police 
Trooper Shaun Little told the Appalachian 
News-Express that KSP Post 9 in Pikeville 
received five calls reporting the object in 
the sky. The object was visible from several 
areas, including the South Williamson area 
and Elkhom City in Pike County, as well as 
Jenkins in Letcher County. It was also spotted 
and photographed in Virgie. The cylindrical 
object hovered in the sky for two hours and 
disappeared, an amateur astronomer said. 

In a rare occurrence, GOP to 
monitor Nelson polls 

NELSON COUNTY (Bardstown) 

The Republican Party plans to monitor the 
Nov. 6 election in Nelson County for possible 
fraud. This week two women registered with 
the Nelson County Clerk’s Office as official 
election challengers. What that means, Coun¬ 
ty Clerk Elaine Filiatreau said, is that they can 
“sit in the polling place ... close enough to 
the election officers to see that they’re record¬ 
ing those names in the rosters. They have the 
right to challenge the voters.” They cannot, 
however, challenge them directly. “They can 
question voters’ residence if they feel that 
the voter does not live in that precinct. They 
can question whether or not he’s registered to 
vote,” Filiatreau said. “But they cannot ad¬ 
dress the voter. They have to address the elec¬ 
tion officers with their questions.” Filiatreau, 
who has been county clerk for two years, 
has worked elections for 30 years in Nelson 
County and has never dealt with election 
challengers before. 

New Corvette to be 
unveiled Jan. 13 

WARREN COUNTY (Bowling 
Green) — The latest generation of Cor¬ 
vette will make its debut in less than three 
months. The new body style of the classic 
sports car, which is made at the General 
Motors Bowling Green Assembly Plant, 
will be revealed Jan. 13 in Detroit, GM 
announced. Plant Manager Dave Tatman 
said the seventh-generation 2014 Corvette 
will represent a major overhaul from the 
current generation of Corvette. Only two 
parts used in the current Corvette body - 
the cabin air filter and the rear latch for the 
removable roof panel - will carry over to 
the 2014 Corvette.

Burt is being held in

Rebs end regular season with loss to Corbin

Senior Night and Home¬ 
coming festivities and a loss 
at home to Corbin closed 
out the regular season play 
for the Casey County Rebel 
football team Friday night. 

Casey (3-7, 1-3) fell to the 
Corbin Redhounds (4-5, 2-2) 
in their final regular season 
game. 

“We’ve had a hard time 
with personal accountabil¬ 
ity and doing the stuff right 
in the weight room and do¬ 
ing the little stuff right ev¬ 
eryday,” said Coach Sam 
Marples. “So I hope that 
we’ve learned over the last 
four weeks, when we got 
into district play, that you 
just don’t walk out there and 
you can’t expect to play with 
these teams if you aren’t do¬ 
ing those things.” 

Corbin dominated the 
first half to establish a wide- 
margin lead. They scored 21 
points in both the first and 
second quarters to be up 
42-0 at the half. 

Casey put up its first 
points early in the second 
half when senior Alex Bolin 
made a 37-yard run less then 
two minutes into the third 
quarter. Luke Patterson’s 
extra point kick was good to 


make the score 42-7. 

Corbin responded in their 
following drive to regain a 
42-point spread, 49-7. 

The Rebels made a 69- 
yard drive over nine plays on 
their next possession. Bolin 
carried the ball 25 yards to 
the end zone as the clock ran 
out in the third quarter. Pat¬ 
terson again tacked on the 
extra point and the Rebels 
were in double digits, 49-14. 

Corbin kicked off to be¬ 
gin the final quarter of play 
and fumbled three plays into 
their drive. With a recovery 
by the Rebels, they took over 
at the Corbin 49 at the nine 
minute mark. 

Bolin scored his third 
touchdown of the evening 
with a 25-yard run with 7:01 


to play. The Rebels went 
for the two-point conver¬ 
sion and Hunter Cleary car¬ 
ried the ball in to make it an 
eight-point play and set the 
score at 49-22. 

The Redhounds did add 
eight points to their score 
before the clock ran out. A 
five-yard run along with a 
two-point conversion made 
the final score 57-22. 

“Our three four-year se¬ 
niors (Bolin, Cleary and 
Tyler Padgett), probably sin¬ 
gle-handedly held this thing 
together,” said Marples. “I 
think they’ve set a good ex¬ 
ample for the 17 to 18 kids 
coming back and the 15-17 
eighth-graders coming in 
that’s been watching them 
play all year.” 


Kyle Eads, who broke his 
arm during last week’s Met¬ 
calfe County game, did play 
in the Friday night game 
while wearing a cast. Mar¬ 
ples reported Eads should 
be able to practice and play 
the remainder of the season 
and doctors will evaluate his 
off-season capabilities after 
the team’s post-season play 
concludes. 

“I just hope he’s not out of 
the weight room. We need to 
get him in the room before 
Christmas,” Marples said. 

The Rebels have a week 
off while preparing for the 
3A state playoffs. As the 
number four seed in District 
4, Casey will face Louisville 
Central at Central’s home 
field on Nov. 1.

The Casey County Middle 
School football team will 
compete in the regional 
championship game of the 
state playoffs Saturday after 
advancing past the second 
round last weekend. 

The Rebels defeated 
Wayne County, 34-14, af¬ 
ter previously beating them, 
26-16 during the regular sea¬ 
son. The win makes Casey 
one of eight teams remain¬ 
ing in the Kentucky Middle 
School Football Association 
(KYMSFA) Division 2 state 
playoffs. 

“Our tailback (and line¬ 
backer Gary Propes) was out 
the last time we played them 
so that really made a differ¬ 
ence plus we changed up our 
game plan against them,” 
said Coach Darren Summers. 
“We did some formations we 
didn’t use before.” 

While Wayne put the first 
points on the board, Casey 
responded less than a minute 
after the touchdown with a 
45-yard run to the end zone 
from eighth grader Collin 
Miller. 

The teams nearly headed 
into the half tied, 6-6, until 
the final minute of the second 
quarter. The Rebels added 16 
points in the final minute to 
take the lead, 22-6. 

“After that, it kind of took 
the wind out of (Wayne 
County’s) sails,” said Sum¬ 
mers on the Rebels’ rally. 

The Rebels held Wayne 
County in the third period 
while Breece Hayes found 
Blaine Sharp for a 19-yard 
touchdown pass to add an¬ 
other six points to Casey’s 
score. 

While Wayne County did 


pick up eight points in the 
final minute of the game, it 
was not before Hayes sealed 
another pass, this time to 
Miller, for a 23-yard touch¬ 
down. 

The Rebels dominated 
Wayne County in most stats, 
not just the final score. While 
possessing the ball twice the 
amount of time of their op¬ 
ponent, Casey totaled 249 
yards to Wayne’s 161. The 
Rebels saw no fumbles or 
intercepted passes. 

“They knew they had to 
play their best but at the 
same time we kind of had a 
bad week of practice,” said 
Summers. “We came out 
Saturday and we were really 
focused and ready. I was re¬ 
ally shocked after the week 
we had of practice.” 


Miller lead the team in 
rushing yards with 132 over 
19 carries, bringing his total 
yardage for the year to 1,488 
and over 2,000 all-purpose 
yards. He has also contribut¬ 
ed 40 touchdowns through¬ 
out the season. 

“That’s incredible for an 
eighth grader,” Summers 
said, but noted Miller’s ac¬ 
complishments are a team 
effort. “It’s really hard to 
make the (others) under¬ 
stand that these aren’t just 
Collin Miller’s stats. Col¬ 
lin’s had a great season, but 
this is something they did as 
a team.” 

The team totaled 69 tack¬ 
les on Saturday, with Jacob 
Wilson leading the charge 
with 13. Wilson is the team’s 
season leader with 94 tack¬ 


les. 

The Rebels will face T.T. 
Knight of Louisville on Sat¬ 
urday in Elizabethtown at 
T.K. Stone Middle School 
for the regional champion¬ 
ship. 

“They’re undefeated. 
They’re very fast and very 
athletic,” said Summers on 
their upcoming opponent. 
“We’ve got to make a few 
adjustments. The hardest 
thing to do at this level and 
age of the kids is learning 
how to make adjustments 
to what other people do, but 
we’ve got to do some things 
we’re not used to.” 

If Casey defeats T.T. 
Knight on Saturday, they 
will play in the KYMSFA 
state semi-finals in Lexing¬ 
ton on Nov. 3 and 4.

Fantasy sports leagues 
arebigpartofsodety 


Whether you participate 
in any or not, fantasy sports 
leagues are not unheard of 
by any sports fan today. Fol¬ 
lowing sports and fantasy 
leagues go hand in hand any¬ 
more — literally, in the case 
of smart phone users. But 
even if you do not partici¬ 
pate, sports commentary and 
major sports networks have 
their hand in these leagues, 
making all fans aware of 
their existence. 

With technology driving 
these leagues today, I was 
surprised when I learned that 
the concept actually origi¬ 
nated in the 1950s shortly 
after World War II. To fur¬ 
ther my surprise, it was golf 
that started the phenomenon; 
however, when looking at the 
concept pre-technological 
assistance, golf would be an 
easier sport to follow under 
the fantasy platform; a sport 
based on individuals rather 
than teams of players. 

Our modern idea of the 
fantasy league developed in 
the 1980s when magazine 
writer/editor, Daniel Okrent, 
began the “Rotisserie League 
Baseball.” Okrent’s journal¬ 
istic profession brought the 
concept to other journalists 
and with the 1981 baseball 
strike supplying little base¬ 
ball coverage, more pub¬ 
lishing about these leagues 
and their rules began to be 
printed for general public. 
Soon other media sources 
picked up on the concept and 
furthered the spread of the 
fantasy phenomenon. 

By 1988 USA Today esti¬ 
mated 500,000 people were 
playing and Fantasy Sports

Land navigation exercise teaches life lessons

state will rank schools and 
districts statewide based on 
their overall results compris¬ 
ing several different factors. 

With KPREP, academic 
achievement is only one part 
of the new accountability 
system. 

For example, academic 
achievement makes up only 
30 percent of each elemen¬ 
tary school’s total score, 28 
percent of a middle school’s 
score and just 20 percent of 
Casey County High School’s 
score. CCHS’s graduation 
rate will account for 20 per¬ 
cent of its score. 

Elementary schools will 
be assessed on two addi¬ 
tional categories — gap 
and growth, while middle 
schools will be scored on 
achievement, gap, growth, 
and college and career readi¬ 
ness. High schools will be 
scored on the four categories 
plus their graduation rate. 

Gap is defined as how 
well special-education, 
low-income, minority and 
limited English proficiency 
students perform compared 
to students not in those cat¬ 
egories. 

Concerning Growth, stu¬ 
dents will be tracked on how 
their scores are improving 
from one year to the next. 

Price said that each school 
and district will have an an¬ 
nual goal which is based on 
how much improvement is 
needed to reach 100. 

Based on test results, 
schools and districts will fall 
into one of three categories 
— Distinguished, Proficient, 
or Needs Improvement. 

Schools in the distin¬ 
guished category are in the 
top 10 percent while schools 
earning a proficient classi¬ 
fication will have scored in 
the top 30 percent. Schools 
falling in the needs improve¬ 
ment category are at or be¬ 
low the 69th percentile and

With today’s technology, 
getting from point A to point 
B is simply a matter of using 
a GPS or smartphone app. But 
for one group of high school 
kids, they learned to do it the 
old school way — with a com¬ 
pass and shoe-leather. 

Members of Casey County 
High School Air Force Junior 
Reserve Officer Training Corp 
(JROTC) were at the Central 
Kentucky AG/EXPO Center 
on Friday to leam land navi¬ 
gation skills. 

Working with six members 
of the Kentucky National 
Guard, cadets formed teams 
and conducted exercises 
to find various destination 
points. 

“We give them a direction 
and the distance and they have 
to navigate to a particular 
point we designate,” said Sgt. 
Eric Coots, with the Danville 
unit of the KNG. 

Teams, given a direction 
such as 263 degrees and 214 
meters, used a magnetic com¬ 
pass and a pace count to find 
the destination. 

A pace count means ev¬ 
ery time the left foot hits the

ground, that’s one count. Six¬ 
ty-seven steps is 100 meters. 

Coots said that the teams 
did well with their assign¬ 
ments. 


“Their direction was a little 
bit off but their pace count was 
on the money,” Coots said. 

Cadet MSgt. Kelsey Arthur, 
one of 65 cadets to participate 


in the exercise, said that she 
was pleased with what she 
had learned. 

“I’m now able to find my 
direction with a compass 
because I know the distance 
and direction,” she said. 

MSgt. Gary Emerson, who 
leads the CCHS JROTC unit 
with Major Jim Arnold, said 
that to reinforce team skills, 
cadets also participated in 
timed, four-person team re¬ 
lay exercises. 

“Each member is attached 
to a rope and they take a 
mile-and-a-quarter course 
where they also go through a 
mine field and then finish by 
doing 25 pushups,” Emerson 
said, adding the teams are 
scored on leadership skills 
and questions that members 
answered at five land naviga¬ 
tion points. 

Still, Arnold said that the 
exercise was more than just 
learning to navigate unknown 
terrain in a practice event. 

“Most of these kids will 
not go into the military. This 
exercise teaches them leader¬ 
ship, time management, and 
communication skills as well 
as how to follow and lead on 
a team. These things apply to 
fife,” Arnold said.

agreement that Pyles would 
repay him over time, the de¬ 
tective testified. When Pyles 
decided he wanted out of the 
gang, Salyers increased efforts 
to collect what Pyles owed him, 
reported to be various amounts 
up to $5,000. 

Burton testified that Salyers 
also was upset with the man¬ 
ner in which Pyles had quit the 
club. Instead of turning in his 
patches and “colors” in person, 
as required by Horsemen by¬ 
laws, Pyles sent the parapher¬ 
nalia to Salyers via someone 
who was not a full-fledged 
member of the gang. 

A key piece of evidence 
was gathered when detectives 
obtained a surveillance video 
from the Crockett Trail store 
in Casey County, about 8 miles 
from the Tarter facility in Dun- 
nville and 10 miles from Saly¬ 
ers’ home in the Elk Horn area 
of Taylor County, Burton said. 

The video showed two men, 
later identified as Salyers and 
Rigdon, stopping at the store 
at 9:20 p.m. on Sept. 26, about 
40 minutes before Pyles’ body 
was discovered. 

The men bought five gallons 
of diesel fuel, a couple of sodas 
and $17 worth of beef jerky, 
which Salyers paid for with a 
$50 bill. Rigdon had either a 
handgun or large knife strapped 
to his side, the detective said. 


About 11:30 p.m that day, 
Salyers’ tmck was discovered 
burned alongside a road not far 
from his home. Apasserby spot¬ 
ted flames in the interior of the 
unoccupied tmck and removed 
burning wads of cmmpled up 
paper before leaving the tmck 
to drive to a hill where there 
was better cell phone reception 
to call 911. While making the 
call, the passerby heard what 
sounded like a loud motorcycle 
and returned to find the exte¬ 
rior of the tmck, including the 
windshield, fully engulfed in 
flames, Burton testified. The 
next day, Salyers reported the 
tmck stolen. 

Under the guise of inves¬ 
tigating the reportedly stolen 
and burned tmck, Burton and 
fellow KSP Detective Ricky 
Brooks went to Salyers’ home, 
where they observed two hand¬ 
guns. They later brought Saly¬ 
ers to the Campbellsville police 
station, where Burton read him 
his rights and informed him he 
was suspect in Pyles’ murder. 

Salyers initially denied in¬ 
volvement, Burton said, but 
after being confronted with the 
video from the store, he admit¬ 
ted he drove another man to 
Tarter’s and that the other man 
shot Pyles. He refused to iden¬ 
tify the shooter, saying “I’m not 
a rat,” Burton testified. 

After Salyers was charged 
with complicity in Pyles’ 


murder, a search warrant was 
executed at his home. Police 
seized $6,400 in cash, but only 
one of the pistols observed ear¬ 
ner was recovered, Burton said. 
The murder weapon has not yet 
been found, he said. 

Salyers’ attorney, Dallas 
George, called lead investiga¬ 
tor Brooks to the stand. Brooks 
testified that on the day after 
Salyers was arrested, Salyers 
told him in the sally port of the 
Casey County Detention Cen¬ 
ter that “he was in the wrong 
spot at the wrong time, between 
two hotheads. Bobby (Rigdon) 
lost his cool.” 

When George asked Brooks 
what he thought the motive was 
for Pyles’ killing, the detective 
responded, “It was definitely 
(Salyers’) motive to have Glea¬ 
son Pyles murdered.” 

During Rigdon’s hearing, 
Burton testified that Camp¬ 
bellsville police officers first 
identified Rigdon as the other 
man on the store video. Pic¬ 
tures on Rigdon’s Facebook 
page, some of which depict 
him in Iron Horseman clothing 
and regalia, further corrobo¬ 
rated his identity as the man on 
the video, Burton said. 

While being interviewed as a 
suspect by the detectives, Rig¬ 
don said he had been having 
trouble finding work except for 
in tobacco and that Salyers had 
given him a car. Rigdon, who 


was aware of the store video, 
said Salyers had taken him 
home after they purchased die¬ 
sel fuel for use on the farm. 

Rigdon joined the Horseman 
about six months ago, Burton 
said, but there is no information 
that he knew Pyles. 

Rigdon’s attorney, public 
defender Shelby Horn, asked 
Burton, “What motive have 
you assigned to Mr. Rigdon?” 

The detective said police sus¬ 
pect Rigdon might have agreed 
to kill Pyles as some sort of 
initiation or status-building 
measure within the motorcycle 
gang. 

“Or murder for hire,” Burton 
continued, noting Salyers had 
given Rigdon a car, the $6,400 
in cash seized from Salyers’ 
home and that Salyers said he 
hoped to receive $10,000 to 
$12,000 from his insurance 
company from the burned 
tmck. 

Both detectives testified that 
Salyers’ brother-in-law, Antho¬ 
ny Byrd, was the maintenance 
supervisor at Tarter’s and Pyl¬ 
es’ immediate supervisor. Dur¬ 
ing an initial interview, Byrd 
denied any knowledge about 
the murder but admitted in a 
second interview that Salyers 
called him about 9 p.m. the day 
Pyles was killed to ask if and 
where Pyles was working. 

Byrd has not been charged in 
the case.

Man charged in stabbing incident 

Christopher Richardson Jr., 18, of 363 Trammel St., 
Liberty, was arrested on Monday and charged with first- 
degree assault. According to Deputy Freeman Luttrell, 
the incident occurred about 10:20 p.m. in front of the old 
Watson apartments at the intersection of Hustonville and 
Trammel streets. 

Luttrell said that a verbal dispute over a debt escalated 
into Richardson allegedly stabbing Christopher Perin, 
age and address unknown, twice in the chest. Luttrell 
said that Perin was flown to the University of Kentucky 
Medical Center in Lexington, which a hospital spokes¬ 
man wouldn’t confirm on Tuesday.
